Firmly Opposed to State Control 


MEDICAL INSURANCE PLAN 
WINS SUPPORT OF DOCTORS 


The announcement consti¬ 
tutes a complete reversal ot 
gas distribution policy for the 
commission whose fdrmer 
chairman. T. rf. Crosby, said 
the Crown corporation had 
no Intention of entering the 
gas field. 

Yesterday's announcement 
holds out new hope for poten¬ 
tial gas consumers In a num¬ 
ber of B.C. communities 
deemed too marginal to 
terest such companies as the 
B.C. Electric or Inland Natural 
Gas Company. 

TINY COMMUNITY 

Tort Nelson, a tiny northern 
B.C. community situated in 
the heart of an area of recent 
major gas discoveries, gets Its 
electricity from a diesel fu< 
generating plant operated by 
Northland Utilities Ltd., Ed¬ 
monton. 

The company had also plan¬ 
ned Installation of a gas distri¬ 
bution system for the growing 
community which calls itself 
the "future gas capital of the 
world." 

TRADE PETITION 

In a prepared presa release 
quoting Dr. Keenleyside. the 
commission said its decision 
was "prompted by a petition 
from the Fort Nelson 
of Trade." 

But observers say that B.C. 
Hydro's decision to enter the 
gas distribution business took 
far more than a simple board 
of trade petition.

The subdivisions with crew-cut lawns and slick 
low dwellings are all right to drive through. They 
come in handy for impressing visitors. 

“Yes, we have some fine homes,”, the local 
man says, with a proud wave toward all tjie 
worried-looking householders who are polishing 
theji yards to meet daily inspection. 

Then lie drives his guests home to a bushy 
house on a quiet street, where they can relax. 

It's uncomfortable to walk through—or even 
stop the cap—in one of the high-pressure sub¬ 
divisions. You can feel the anxiety in the air. 

It’s dangerous, too. If you’re susceptible, you 
can pick up a case* ot house-improvement fever, 
and take the bug home to infect a healthy neigh¬ 
borhood. 

The smart boulevards are no place for a stroll. 
You get tired just looking at all those earnest, busy 
people. 

* * * 

The old hack streets are more restful. On the 
back streets you can sometimes find a wooden 
sidewalk. If you close your eyes for a moment, 
you can imagine yourself walking back to child¬ 
hood with a hollow clonk, clonk of leather on the 
woodon slats. 

You can snap off a tuft of long grass and chew 
. it. The grass tastes of summer, and all of a sudden 
you’re 10 years old, fishing under the sidewalk for 
a nickel. 

There’s a spindly old general store, with the 
front end and the hack end leaning two different 
ways, a hole in the porch and a bell that dings 
when a customer goes in. 

There's a faded mansion half-visible through 
the leaves, at the end of a private lane. Some old 
man or woman probably Hves there, clinging to the 
past. When he goes, a progressive new owner will 
call in the wrecking crew f to destroy the house and 
trees. 

Other landlords will chop down the leaning 
store and the tall houses bordering the street 
They will clear away the bushes where the boys 
and girls are playing fort. 

Then they will plant the ground to grass and 
stucco. The newlyweds will move in, with power 
mowers. The property will bring more revenue for 
someone. But it won’t be such a pleasant place for 
a walk. * .

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The British Scene 
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Competition Is Keen 


T> RITISH COLUMBIA'S chances of 
selling more sawn lumber in the 
United Kingdom market than prev¬ 
iously in the face of stiffer than 
ever overseas competition would ap¬ 
pear to be problematical. While such 
an cutlet would be invaluable to the 
timber industry of the province in 
view of the present situation on 
domestic and American markets, in 
the long run competitive prices will 
decide who gets the contracts. Great 
Britain, with a more liberal import 
policy now, is undoubtedly an ex¬ 
panding market for primary supplies 
such as lumber; but also it has a con¬ 
siderable range of choice as to where 
it will buy to fill its needs. « 

Within the list fifty years British 
Columbia has been in and out of the 
U.K. lumber market several times 
in successive waves, depending chief¬ 
ly on the surplus output which can¬ 
not be sold closer to the scene of pro¬ 
duction. At one time B.C. sold the 
bulk of its export lumber in Great 
Britain, until a building boom in the 
United State* and brisk internal sales 
in Canada temporarily opened up 
more lucrative markets. The swing 
to the American market at that time 
cost this province something in the 
trade connections it had been at pains 
to build up. When later the situation 
changed and B.C. would have been 
glad of its former U.K. sales, those 
conditions were gone and export 
markets had to be built up all over 


again. Two such cycles should have 
taught their lessons. 

While one has every sympathy 
with the present effort, proceeding 
with encouragement from the pro¬ 
vincial government, it is only wise to 
remember the changes that have tak-' 
en place in the intervening years. For 
one thing, British Columbia has a 
lumber output available for export 
now many times larger than it was 
in former times. For another, not one 
but at least three countries overseas 
have placed themselves in a position 
to offer the standard working grades 
of lumber that Britain uses, at prices 
stiffly competitive with what British 
Columbia has to offer. In addition to 
the known Scandinavian sources, 
Russia has entered the lumber ex¬ 
port field and is bidding for U.K. 
orders aggressively. 

To sell abroad under these condi¬ 
tions, and they would seem to be 
the conditions that will have to be 
faced for some time to come. British 
Columbia exporters may have to 
measure British requirements more 
cloeely in volume and grade, a* well 
as continuity of supply. After that is 
done there will still be the difficult 
problem of price; difficult because 
British Columbia has been gearing 
its production costs to the American 
market for a considerable length of 
time. However, one agrees that much 
may be done by a thorough exam¬ 
ination of the subject in the light of 
the changing condition of the times.

T HE Winnipeg Free Press has been 
having some quiet fun at the ex¬ 
pense of the British Columbia gov¬ 
ernment over the somewhat insular 
concept of Canadian geography re¬ 
vealed in the government’s brief to 
the MacPherson royal commission.

(Well, says the Free Press, Port 
Angeles is over the sea from Vic¬ 
toria.) 

This is a game in which any num¬ 
ber of players may take part. As an 
illustration one might mention a little 
story, absolutely true, which \he Free 
Press may not have heard. It con¬ 
cerns the home defence division of the 
Canadian army in the 1939-45 war 
and some of the “HD” (better 
known as zombie) troops of which it 
was largely composed. As the JVin- 
nipefc Free Press may remember, HD 
soldiers under the Liberal govern¬ 
ment’s restricted conscription policy 
could not be sent overseas or at least 


not at the time to which this story 
refers. 

One day an infkntry unit sta¬ 
tioned somewhere on Vancouver 
Island received a draft of reinforce¬ 
ments from Winnipeg. These lads, 
most of them not many years (Ait of 
school, had been taught their geo¬ 
graphy in Winnipeg.

Low Failure Rale 


Sea Level or Hill? 


'T'HE conflict of Victoria temper- 
* atures taken “on the hill” and 
“downtown” is on again. This time 
the works committee of the city 
council is questioning whether the 
community is getting full value from 
the readings of the official thermo¬ 
meter at the meteorological observa¬ 
tory on Gonzales hill. The fact is 
more citizens live nearly at sea level 
than do on a height of any noticeable 
elevation, although the difference in 
this distance may be only a few hun¬ 
dred feet in altitude. Nevertheless 
the claim persists that Gonzales' 
leadings are lower and cooler, while 
official and scientific. 

Some of that difference no doubt 
stems from the fact that the obser¬ 


vatory uses standard methods of re¬ 
cording. The sunshine gauge bums 
Its line on a rounded chart, but only 
when the sun is unimpeded by over¬ 
cast. The thermometer is an exact 
and calibrated instrument Observed 
at regular periods by a trained staff. 
The announced results often con¬ 
flict with the unofficial observations 
of citizens in other—and seemingly 
wanner—parts of the city. 

Would there be anything to pre¬ 
vent the observatory from placing a 
second thermometer in the commu¬ 
nity near sea level, for a short test 
of the actual difference in compan¬ 
ion temperature readings? That 
would settle a controversy which 
runs its own high temperature in the 
tourist season.

Khrushchev Overplayed

T HE surge of international events and 
the dynamite diplomacy of Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev have wrought a not- 
ao-subUe change in the United States 
presidential race.

garded aa an attempt to Influence U.S. 
domestlc^af fairs. 

Nevertheless, the failure of the sum¬ 
mit and the violence of Khrushchev’s at¬ 
tack on Eisenhower turned American 
thoughts to just what,kind of a man they 
need to meet the Russians in th» future, 
and .this has caused a change in the 
character of the campaign. 

* * * 

On the democr a tic side, candidates 
have been walking a political tightrope. 
They have been trying mainly to criticize 
Eisenhower's Republican govern mtnt 
without appearing to give comfort to the 
Russians. 

Adlai Stevenson, who had been a 
figure in the background, moved Into 
focus by accusing Eisenhower of handing 
Khrushchev a sledge-hammer with which 
to wreck the summit conference. He fol¬ 
lowed up a five-paint program for peace. 


Prohibition arouses memories of 
the "Great Experiment" in the United 
SUtes when more alcohol than ever 
before—moat of It bad—was drunk in 
defiance of the famous Volstead Act. 

Restriction in this country re¬ 
minds us of the farce of the “no- 
treating" legislation in the First 
World War. 

If the minister of transport goes 
aa far aa they do in Scandinavia, no 

S ir will ever stop at a pub and no one 
ill ever dare to drive away from a 
party. 

The choice, in the end. is com¬ 
plete sobriety at the wheel or drunk¬ 
enness leading to injury or death. 

I Like Ike 

F IVE and a half million people in 
Japan have Just been on the big¬ 
gest political strike In the country’s 
history against the Kishi govern¬ 
ment’s policy of friendship with the 
United SUtes. 

This gigantic demonstration is 
thus aimed at Elsenhower who is due 
to visit*Tokyo on June 19. What will 
happen when the president does ar¬ 
rive la uncerUin but it might well re¬ 
sult in hostile riots on an unprece¬ 
dented scale. 

The SUte Department is known 
to be fearful of the so-called goodwill 
visit and the White House is consider¬ 
ing postponing or cancelling the trip. 

Eisenhower rose to power on the 
warm, chubby slogan of "I Like Ike." 
His sunset la clouded by indications 
on a vast scale that millions of people 
DONT like Ike and vilifications are 
pouring out from Havana. East Ber¬ 
lin. Warsaw. Moscow and Peking. 

* * * 

One has to go back to 1928 when 
Calvin Coolidge was at the White 
House to find a more luckless presi¬ 
dent; for Hoover, when history writes 
1U verdict, may be rated a shade 
higher than Eisenhower. 

Certainly both Roosevelt and Tru¬ 
man were fair, far greater men. 

It is a melancholy story. The 
president is a kindly, honest man of 
warm heart and genuine goodwill. 
Likeability, alone. Is evidently not

* Paroles and Punishment

I N an Interview at Vancouver re¬ 
cently J. Alex. Edmison. a mem¬ 
ber of Canada’s new National Parole 
Board, had nothing but praise for 
the operation of the board. 

He said that of the prisoners re¬ 
leased on parole last year, the 
"failure rate," presumably those who 
had new trouble with the law, was 
only 6 percent. Parole, he said, Is not 
clemency or leniency. This is a 
question of definition because it does 
mean the prisoner is released from 
jail before the expiry of the sentence 
imposed "by the court, even if he ia 
kept under supervision for a period. 
It would be difficult to argue that this 
is not leniency. 

In 1959, its first year of operation, 
the parole board released 2,038 pris¬ 
oners. more than twice the total 
released on parole in 1958. In practice, 
the operation of the new board la an 
acceleration in the modem trend 
away from retributive Justice. To the 
degree that It accompiahes the rehab¬ 
ilitation. of criminals the board is 
performing a useful function for 
society. At the same time, it must 
be careful to maintain a fine balance 
so as not to disturb the orderly 
process of law enforcement. 


The paramount considerstiorw In 
the judicial system and the penal 
system is the protection of society. 
Sentences should be such as to pro¬ 
vide a deterrent, both for the crim¬ 
inal lest he be tempted to repeat his 
crimes and for others who might 
follow his example. The trend away 
from retributive Justice—the impo¬ 
sition* of “soft" sentences and the 
generous granting of paroles and 
remissions- -has been accompanied 
by a breakdown in public morals 
and a steady increase in crime. 

Those In charge of punishing oRr 
criminals should carefully consider 
this development. Is it merely a co¬ 
incidence? It will be a sorry day for 
Western civilization If the cynical 
belief that "the only crime la get¬ 
ting caught” should become much 
more widespread than it ia now. 

Millions of persons In the uncom¬ 
mitted nations of the world, partly 
due to Communist propaganda, sin¬ 
cerely believe that Western civiliza¬ 
tion is rotten and corrupt. We should 
be cajeful not to foster this belief 
by encduraflng contempt for our 
laws through over-generous treatment 
of criminals.

The people who have foisted this 
terrible mispronunciation on the pub¬ 
lic are the people who presumably 
know their product. Maybe they 
really do mqpn that one of Its most- 
advertised components la "exceed¬ 
ingly variable." Or they may have 
mispronounced protein, so that it 
sounds like protean, in order to draw 
attention, such aa this. 

The likely situation is that giving 
three syllables to old and familiar 
protein makes it sound impressive, 
pleasing both the childlike, ignor¬ 
ant announcer and his blood brothers, 
sitting in the mental twilight zone 
of their living rooms.

Dollars are still good hard cur¬ 
rency, and. aa one banker put it to 
me, British Columbia has all the ad¬ 
vantages of South Africa except 
cheap labor, and none of the political 
uncertainty. The compensation for 
cheap labor could be dollar dividends. 

For the present there is nothing 
spectacular to report about Mr. Ben¬ 
nett's visit to London because he was 
largely an invisible man, materializ¬ 
ing at dinners and luncheons. It is 
not improbable that he will produce 
something from his hat when he re¬ 
turns to Victoria.

I note in The Colonist (June 10, Page 15) that the 
city council is being asked to change the zoning bylaws 
so ms to permit sn eight storey. $700,000 apartment house 
on Douglas Street, opposite Beacon Hill Park. 

The building bylaws here are obsolete. They should 
be changed to meet modem conditions.

‘ I feel the dogs were brought 
into the .area by local resi¬ 
dents because, although we’ve 
lived here for 23 years, we’ve 
only had trouble in the last 
five years since the area has 
become populated.” said Mr. 


Jaggers. His 16 acre farm is 
two miles west of here. 

He feels the jncreased licence 
fees would cut down the num¬ 
ber of people getting dogs. Fee 
now is $10 for males and $25 
for females, he said. 

All the animals killed, ex 
cept the calf, were owned by 
Mr. Jagg er s ’ son. Andrew. 12. 
who “bought them himself 
after working jolly well hard" 
mowing a church lawn and 
delivering papers.

A Necessary Bore 


By M. V. CHESNUT. FRHS 

The need for staking and tying 
Is all important at this season of the 
year and, while it la a. monotonous 
and boring kind of a chore, it can 
be neglected only at the risk of 
disaster. A spell of calm, warm 
weather may lull the novice gardener 
to a false sense of security; high 
winds and driving rain can come 
minute to make a 

and adequate mois¬ 
ture has given us lush and rather 
soft growth in the flower borders. 
Dahlias. Michaelmas daisies, chrys¬ 
anthemums and the taller annuals all 
need some support, for securely 
staked plants will come through the 
worst of our sudden summer storms 
and bloom again bravely when calm 
weather returns. 

* + + 

Only experience can teach the 
beginner the best form of support 
for each kind of flower, but one uni¬ 
versal rule is that the stake should be 
Inconspicuous at flowering time. 
Generally speaking, the bushy plants 
In the perennial border are best sup¬ 
ported by dead tree branches inserted 
around and among them while they 


are still a little on the small side, 
with the tops of such branches broken 
inw ard, so the plants grow through 
and over them to render the support 
Invisible at flowering time. 

The single stemitied plants on the 
other hand call for aingle stakes and 
a tie of some soft material. Strips of 
old nylon stockings are excellent for 
this purpose, or old typewriter rib¬ 
bons. An excellent tying material is a 
green plastic ribbon with a flexible 
wire Imbedded, sold under the name 
of Twistems. 

+ * + 

The stake should vary from the 
stout, green painted wooden type for 
the tall dahlias down through the 
bamboo canes of different sizes appro¬ 
priate to the chrysanthemums, del¬ 
phiniums and the like to the small 
sticks suitable for the China asters 
and stocks. Even these kinds must be 
held upright If the flowers are to be 
of any use for cutting. 

For patches of annual flowers 
massed in their beds. I don’t think 
anything will serve better than the 
twiggy ends of tree branches stuck 
In the ground here and there among 
the plants, of suitable height and 
strength as to be just hidden at 
flowering time. I have seen long 


borders of sucn annuals as clarkla, 
godetia, m&lope and lavatera stand 
up fo some wicked storms when so 
supported. 

★ ★ * 

You wouldn’t think the wind 
could cause much damage to trailing 
plants that hug the ground, but 
plants such as marrows, squash, 
pumpkin and cucumber can take 
quite a beating in a high wind. Tho 
leaves of these subjects are pretty 
large, catching the wind and shifting 
the viijes to the point where the 
tender stems become bruised and 
cracked. 

The trick here is to peg down tho 
vines to the ground with giant *itair- 
pins” made from bits of old wire. 
With legs eight or nine inches long, 
these can be pushed securely into tho 
ground, immobilizing the vine. Uso 
a peg about every two feet, insert¬ 
ing each one close to a leaf joint 
Be careful not to injure the succulent 
stem, but make sure it is brought 
into firm contact with the soil. 

Many such vines will push out 
new roots at the point of pegging and. 
with so many more “mouths” to 
absorb nutrients from the soil, such 
pegged vines will almost always pro¬ 
duce bigger and better crops.

KINGSTON. Ont. (CP) - 
The man responsible-tor fight¬ 
ing disease among northern 
Indiana said Monday night that 
poor housing means poor 
health. 

With the aid of a slide pro¬ 
jector Dr. J. S. Willis con 
ducted members of the Indian- 
Eskimo Association of Canada 
on a tour of homes on reserva¬ 
tions across the country to see 
how Indians actually live.

They saw the utter squalor 
of cluttered northern shacks 
without plumbing or planning, 
tiny houses decently kept in 
spite of poverty and dwellings 
that would compare with those 
in comfortable suburbs. 


Dr Willis. Indian northern % 
Moalth services directorate of 
the national health and welfare 
department, said poor housing 
hits babies hardest—the mor¬ 
tality rate for infants less than 
a year old is 110 per thousand 
for Indians, 30 per thousand 
for Canada generally. 

IN HOVELS 

Factors in the housing- 
health relationship were nutri¬ 
tion—families living in hovels 
were not likely to give much 
|care to infant feeding—cold, 
and dirt. 

“If we have had a health 
program that would reduce In¬ 
dian and Eskimo mortality to 
its proper level they would 
have a lower total death rate 
than the white population."

Britain to Test 
New Alphabet 

LONDON iReuters)--^ member of parliament saya 
he may have the answer to the old question, “Why Can't 
Johnny Read?” 

A new phonetic-type alphabet, with 42 letters and no 
capitals, has been evolved under Joint sponsorship of the 
University of London Institute of Education and the Na¬ 
tional Foundation for Educational Research 

The system is the brainchild of I. J. Pitman, member 
of parliament and grandson of the man who invented 
the type of shorthand that bears his name. Pitman said 
the letters “c,” “q” and “x” have been omitted from the 
alphabet, and there a or 19 “augmentations,” to make the 
number of characters match the number of sounds. 

Prof. H. L. Elvin, director of tho> Institute of Educa¬ 
tion. said he hopes to Introduce the new alphabet to 1,200 
children in selected nursery-level schools late next year. 

The experiment has the backing of Sir David Eccles, 
minister of education, and the chief officers of the Na¬ 
tional Union of Teachers and the Association of Education 
Committees. 

Pitman said: ‘The great virtue of our new alphabet 
is that it is absolutely consistent. We have Invented new 
symbols lor sounds like ’ish,’ and the ‘oo’ In ’foot.' I don’t 
think a child will have much difficulty in learning these 
new symbols.” 

At the end of two years of learning to read and 
write the new alohabet. the children will be taught the 
ordinary alphabet and ordinary spelling, he said.

COMPLETE REVERSAL 

The announcement consti¬ 
tutes a complete reversal ot 
gas distribution policy (or the 
commission whose former 
chairman, T. H. Crosby, said 
the Crown corporation had 
no intention ol entering the 
gas field. 

Yesterday's announcement 
holds out new hope for poten¬ 
tial gas consumers in a num¬ 
ber of B.C. communities 
deemed too marginal to in¬ 
terest such companies as the 
B.C. Electric or Inland Natural 
Gas Company. 

TINY COMMUNITY 

Fort Nelson, a tiny northern 
B.C. community aituated in 
the heart of an area of recent 
major gas discoveries, gets its 
electricity from a diesel-fueled 
generating plant operated by 
Northland Utilities Ltd., Ed¬ 
monton. 

The company had also plan¬ 
ned Installation of a gaa distri¬ 
bution system for the growing 
community which calls Itself 
the “future gaa capital of the 
world.” 

BY PETITION 

In a prepared press release 
quoting Dr. Keenleyaide, the 
commission said its decision 
Was “prompted by a petition 
from the Fort Nelson Board 
•f Trade." 

But observers say that B.C. 
Hydro's decision to enter the 
gas distribution business took 
far more than a simple board 
of trade petition. 

HUGE RESERVES 

They see the decision as “the 
thin edge of the wedge" in 
getting the utility into a field 
which, because of the hufce gas 
reserves discovered in B.C. re¬ 
cently, promises to be a major 
factor in the provincial 
economy. 

B.C. Hydro officials aakl 
that a Port Nelson gas distri¬ 
bution system would not be 
economic unless it was oper¬ 
ated in conjunction with the 
small power utility which 
nerves a mere 260 customers. 

BEER APPROVAL 

Emitting legislation allows 
the Crown corporation to enter 
the gaa field and It need not 
seek the approval of the Pub- 
purchase of the* Northland 
Utilities operation or for a 
gate schedule. 

A feeder line at least 10 
miles long will be required to 
link Fort Nelson tathe nearest 
gas well and it will be built 
either by B.C. Hydro or by a 
new transmission company 
formed by the McMahon in¬ 
terests, principals In Westcoaat 
'Transmission Co. Ltd* said a 
power official. 

LAUDS DECISION 

Opposition Leader Robert 
Strachan yesterday lauded the 
B.C. Power Commission for its 
decision to enter the gas dis¬ 
tribution field but expressed 
the hope it would not simply 
take on unprofitable 
Ikons. 

He said that If the Crown 
corporation goes into the gas 
business it should go after 
some of the mors economic 
communities as well as those 
considered only marginal. 

“I welcome the entry of the

bolds out new hope for poten¬ 
tial gas consumers in a num¬ 
ber of B.C. communities 
deemed too marginal to in¬ 
terest such companies as the 
B.C. Electric or Inland Natural 
Gas Company. 

TINY COMMUNITY 

Fort Nelson, a tiny northern 
B.C. community situated In 
the heart of an area of recent 
major gas discoveries, gets Its 
electricity from a diesel-fueled 
generating plant operated by 
Northland Utilities Ltol, Ed¬ 
monton. 

The company had also plan¬ 
ned installation of a gas distri¬ 
bution system for the growing 
community which calls itself 
the “future gas capital of the 
world." 

TRADE PETITION 

In a prepared press release 
quoting Dr. Keenleyside, the 
commission said its decision 
was “prompted by a petition 
from the Fort Nelson Board 
of Trade." 

But observers say thst B.C. 

Hydro’s decision to enter the 
gss distribution business took 
far more than s simple board 
of trade petition. 

HUGE RESERVES 

They see the decision as “the 
thin edge of the wedge" in 
getting the utility into a field 
which, because of the huge gas 
reserves discovered in B.C. re¬ 
cently, promises to be s major 
factor in the provincial 
economy. 

B.C. Hydro officials said 
thst s Fort Nelson gss distri¬ 
bution system would not be 
economic unless it was oper¬ 
ated in conjunction with the 
small power utility which 
serves s mere 260 customers. 

SEEK APPROVAL 

Existing legislation allows 
the Crown corporation to enter 
the gss field and it need not 
seek the approval of the Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Commission for 
purchase of the Northland 
Utilities operation or for a 
rate schedule.
